This action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination filed July 8, 
2009. Claims 1 and 12-23 were pending. Claims 1 and 12-23 are allowed. 

Response to Amendment 

The declaration filed on July 8, 2009 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to 
overcome the T V et al (US PGPUB US2004/0240462) reference. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach neither singly nor in combination, the claimed 
limitations of "forming a communication overlay tree that provides communication links 
between the application server resources and the plurality of users, via the middleware 
level, the communication overlay tree comprising a first set of one or more nodes 
representing the application server resources, a second set of one or more nodes 
representing the plurality of users, a third set of one or more nodes representing 
middleware residing at the middleware level, and a fourth set of one or more nodes for 
clustering said one or more nodes representing the application server resources into a 
first set of one or more groups and for clustering the one or more nodes representing 
the plurality of users into a second set of one or more groups different from the first set 
of one or more groups, such that communications from said first set of one or more 
groups or from said second set of one or more groups are routed via a single one of the 
communication links to one of the one or more nodes representing middleware 
(emphasis added)." as stated in claim 1, and similarly stated in claims 12 and 18.
